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The  1 996  yearbook  was  created  on  two  Macintosh 
computers  using  Pagemaker  5.0  and  Josten's 
yeartech.  There  was  a  team  of  38  students  in  room  A- 
3  who  worked  on  the  book. 

The  cover  was  inspired  by  Jeff  McCombs  (96)  and 
his  70's  revival.  The  cover  design  was  done  by  Nikki 
Sheldon  (97)  and  Jostens.  The  colors  used  were 
stripes  red  #331,  letters  blue  #347,  and  background 
white  #534.  There  were  250  copies  of  the  book 
printed. 

About  8  of  the  yearbook  staff  including  the  Editor 
and  Advisor,  Miss  Karen  Lerch,  headed  off  in  the  fall 
to  the  Jostens  yearbook  conference  at  Boyne  Moun- 
tain. There  they  learned  the  "tricks  of  the  trade". 
Students  learned  how  to  raise  money  (advertise- 
ments), and  how  to  make  yearbook  spreads. 

Publications  students  raised  money  forthe  book  by 
selling  business  ads.  Ad  prices  ranged  from  a  patron 
list  $20,  to  a  full  page  ad  $400. 

There  was  a  $17,000  Jostens  bill  to  pay  for,  and 
pub.  students  helped  pay  this  debt  by  offering  early 
yearbooks  for  $35.  After  the  school  year  the  price  was 
$40.  Also,  the  awesome  publications  class  held  a 
spaghetti  dinner.  This  messy  job  helped  to  raise  $500. 

There  were  1 76  pages  total  in  Rayder  '96.  Though 
the  students  only  had  two  computers  to  work  on  and 
there  was  several  breakdowns  in  the  computer  sys- 
tems, the  pub.  students  winged  it  through  those  rough 
times  and  got  most  things  in  on  time. 

Some  of  the  details  are:  the  underclassmen  photos 
were  taken  by  Life  Touch  Studios  and  the  team  pic- 
tures were  provided  by  Brumfield  photographer. 

The  body  copy  was  helvetica  1 0pt.  n;  captions  were 
palatino  8pt.  n;  folio  tabs  were  gill  sands  cond.  12pt. 
B,  and  14pt.  B;  quotes  were  helvetica  14pt.  B.  and 
mug  shots  were  palatino  1 0pt. 

The  last  big  event  of  the  year  was  the  wet  trip  down 
the  Jordan  River.  Thanks  to  Jeff  Boss  (96)  and 
Jeremy  Biggerstaff  (96)  everyone  got  wet.  The  year 
came  to  an  end  with  a  bang.  And  finally,  the  book  was
